The 
motive of our publlo meu Is more largely 
to-day tbe giving to the community that 
which benefits it than mere transient 
success of Individual or party." 

These sans, Just and eminently truth¬ 
ful views by a man of the character of 
Charles E. Hughes are addressed to the 
American people generally. In tbe main 
they reiterate the words of Governor 
Stokes and emphasize them. Let us 
oritiolse and condemn evil-doers, but at 
the seme time give ereolt to those who 
are faithful, aod "ws are not liaoklng In 
faithful servants," as tbe record of Buts 
legislation this year shows. ‘ 

Let us not eternally hold up the evil 
and hideout, says Governor Stokes, and 
Mr. Hughes responds: "The contagion 
of evil." Governor fctokee asserted tbe 
integrity of the average public offloer, 
aod Mr. Hughes says that “so far as our 
public Ideals go they were never higher 
than st the present moment, nor was 
there ever a tlm*. when men public 
life wiere more rjifcbnelve to them.”—

He attacked Benator Drydeo for 
being a plutocrat, a monopolist, an oc¬ 
topus and all tbe rest. , 

Wbat Mr. Record says on this subject 
will be read with Interest by those In 
this city who remember how neatly he 
organized tbe witter monopoly combin¬ 
ing tbe West Canada Creek Company, 
which bad nothing but Home options and 
a franchise, with tbe Utloa water works 
company, and making the Consolidated 
eompaoy, wblob has bought up and now 
oontrole every drop of water worth men¬ 
tioning that oan come Lnto Utloa except 
auob as falls direct from heaveo. Iq view 
of bts attitude as ao anti-monopolist aod 
a municipal reformer, It would be Inter¬ 
esting to know what Mr. Record would 
do if (he were the power behind the 
throne of Mayor Bhermsn, si be Is re- 
puted to be the power behind the throne 
of Mayor Fagan of Jersey Olty. He 
obarges 8eoator Drydeo with befog &e 
leading man in the control of the-Putitiie 
Service Corporation in Heir Jersey, 
“whose alliance with the bosses oT both 
parties has become notorious." He 
comes out strong against the iJIlancc of 
corporations with machine polities. If 
Mr. Record oould spare a little time 
from his Senatorial canvass to come up 
to Utloa and discuss these questions. In 
view of bis familiarity with the situa¬ 
tion here, his discourse might be exceed¬ 
ingly late coating. He Is a shrewd, able 
man, arid whoever opposes him wlH have 
s foam an worthy of his stool.— Utica
